First Capital Being Pulled Down by 
Missisippl 

Within a few months more the last 
traces of old “Kaskasia,” first capital 
of the State of Illinois and one of the 
|first settlements of the white man in 
{the Mississippi valley, will have dis- 
appeared The yellow Mississippi is 
steadily pulling down the remaining 
land that was once a part of the 
town site All that now remains is 
jan old building that was once used 
as a “smokehouse” by some of the cit- 
izens. Houses, powder magazines, 
stockades and fortifications have all, 
slid {nto the river, 

Kaskasia ig still on the maps of Il- 
linois, but the original town is at the 
bottom of the river. The best efforts 
fatled to check the river’s steady ad- 
vances. A few years ago the Kas- 
kasia river, usually known ag the ~«- 
aw river; began to cut into its west- 
ern bank a mile or so above the point 
where it flows into the Mississippi. At 
high water the flood from the big 
river began leaping across the narrow 
neck of land that divided the two 
currents, Finally the big river cut 
entirely across the spit of sand and 
rock that had separated the two and 
old Kaskasia became an island, 

One hundred and fifty years ago the 
site’ where the smokehouse still lin- 
gers was the seat of the largest city 
west of the Allegheny mountains, In 
a few months more the last of the old 
town will have slipped into the river 
and the island that was cut off from 
the mainland will itself disappear.

Crew That Took Ammunition to Un- 
lon Forces at Antletam 

With the death of Jeremiah C, Don- 
ovan, marble and granite cutter, th» 
list of those who helped save th: 
North from invasion in 1862 by taking 
@ powder train through to Antletam, 
hag lost its name. 

Gen. McClellan was: fighting desper- 
ately against.Lee's combined forces 
on the fleld of Antletam when he dis- 
covered that powder was scarce, 80 
that he could not use his heavy artil- 
lery against the Confederate forces. 
McClellan telegraphed to Washington 
that he must have powder at once. 
A trainload of explosives was hasten- 
ed to Bridgeport, Pa., and the Cum- 
berland Valley Railroad was re----+. 
ed tp carry it over its line to Antle- 
fam. Volunteers were sought to run 
the engine. 

“ll take it to Antletam or to hell!” 
sald Joe Miller, engineer, as he step- 
ped to the throttle 

With the tracks clear for a strotch 
of seventy-eight miles between the 
Susquehanna and the Potomac Joe 
Miller and his crew made record time, 
with only two stops. When the 
train reached Chambersburg the »<le 
boxes were ablaze, and Jeremjah Don- 
ovan, then 17 years old, climbel 
aboard and volunteered his services. 
He vainly tried to keep the axle boxes 
cool during the spurt to Hagerstown, 
eight miles from Antletam. It re 
sembled a train of fire and sr e as 
it pulled into the Maryland city. 

The powder saved the day for Mc- 
Clellan, and placed the crew of the 
powder train on the unrecorded roll 
of the heroes of Antletam. Donovan 
was the only survivor. He was u 
native of Chambersburg, and came t>
